Election/Restrictions

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 .

Group IV, claim(s) 6, drawn to a zero gravity craps game. 

Group V, claim(s) 7-9, drawn to a zero gravity lottery game. 

Group VI, claim(s) 10, drawn to a zero gravity Space Pool game. 

Group VII, claim(s) 1 1 and 12, drawn to a method of operating a game in a zero gravity 
environment. 

Group VIII, claim(s) 13, drawn to a method of confining, randomizing, and controlling 
moving objects in a zero-gravity environment. 

2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Groups ll-VIII are lacking seating devices for positioning and holding players within 
playing distance 

Groups I, lll-VIII are lacking a simulated game environment 
Groups I, II, IV-VIII are lacking a roulette game board 
Groups l-lll, V-VIII are lacking a craps game board 
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Groups l-IV, VI-VIII are lacking an enclosed transparent chamber adapted to receive 
floating balls and to prevent the balls from floating away in zero gravity 

Groups l-V, VII-VIII are lacking a robotic pool cue means for remotely shooting a ball 
within the chamber. 

Groups l-VI, VIII are lacking viewing all activity within the camber 

Groups l-VII are lacking stopping the motion of the objects by introducing an 
electromagnetic field within the chamber at a random time. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
